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REPORT 


Mro  Chairman^  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
1965  of  the  general  conditions,  health  and  vital  statistics  of  the 
Barr ow-upon“S oar  Rural  Di strict » 

The  Report  is  in  conformity  with  suggestions  made  by  the 
Ministiy  of  Health  and  also  incorporates  a section  compiled  by  the 
Chief  Public  Health  Inspectoro 

During  the  greater  part  of  the  year,  Birstall  and  Wanlip,  and 
communities  farther  afield,  were  subjected  to  an  evil  odour  arising 
from  the  sewage  works  of  a neighbouring  Authority.  The  foulness  of 
it  brought  to  mind  Milton’s  Paradise  Lost. 


**As  one  who  long  in  populous  city  pent 
ViThere  houses  thick  and  sewers  annoy  the  air". 


The  Authority  bid  our  anxious  fears  subside  and  from  month 
to  month  expressed  hope  that  during  the  following  four  weeks  all 
would  be  well.  Hope  is  the  cruellest  evil  of  Pandora’s  Box;  it  is 
Hope  that  lures  mankind  to  endure  misery  to  the  end.  Oh,  damned 
Hope  - must  we  endure  this  stench  to  eternity  ? 

The  protestations  of  those  residents  subjected  to  this  evil 
could  well  be  understood.  The  explanation  given  that  a structural 
fault  in  one  of  the  digestion  tanks  had  resulted  in  the  breakdown 
of  the  process  brought  no  comfort  to  them.  Meetings  were  called  and 
Cosiimittees  talked,  but  not  surprisingly  the  stench  persisted. 

Talking  was  no  answer  to  18  million  gallons  of  sewage. 

In  the  autumn,  an  endless  traffic  of  tankers  began  to  transfer 
the  liquidous  mass  in  reverse  direction  away  from  the  new  Wanlip 
sewage  works  back  to  the  old  sewage  works  at  Beaumont  Leys.  The 
route  extended  some  three  miles  through  Birstall  and  the  protests 
of  the  residents  proclaimed  that  whilst  they  were  being  relieved  of 
the  faecal=>like  stench  from  Wanlip,  they  were  being  subjected  to  the 
halitosis  from  Beaumont  Leys.  When  this  place  has  taken  of  its  fill 
where  next  will  the  sludge  be  taken  ? 
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The  vital  subject  of  human  nutrition  and  dietetics  is  of 
paramount  importance  in  the  maintaining  of  good  health,  and  its 
study  can  offer  a positive  contribution  to  preventive  and  curative 
medicine o At  the  present  time,  when  the  nutritional  standards  of 
the  under-developed  countries  are  showing  ample  evidence  of  being 
inadequate,  the  more  prosperous  countries  are  revealing  increasing 
evidence  of  dental  decay,  obesity,  diabetes  and  atherosclerosiso 
These  conditions  are  largely  the  consequences  of  unscientific  and 
over- indulgent  diets » There  have  been  changes  in  the  pattern  of 
food  habits  which  have  not  always  been  based  on  sound  nutritional 
principles o The  consumption  of  biscuits  has  doubled  in  the  past 
decade  and  continues  to  riseo  Cakes  and  pastries  are  growing  in 
popularity,  and  breakfast  cereals,  to  which  sugar  is  added  in 
liberal  quantities,  have  become  an  established  part  of  the  diets 
of  both  children  and  adults..  One  of  the  basic  factors  involved  is 
refined  sugaro 

The  consumption  of  sugar  in  this  country  is  prodigouso  The 
daily  intake  per  person  is  stated  to  be  5 ozs®,  an  amount  quite 
impossible  to  consume  in  its  natural  form®  To  produce  5 ozso  of 
refined  sugar  requires  3 IbSo  of  sugar  beet,  and  it  is  this 
violent  deviation  from  natural  nutrition  that  is  the  cause  of  so 
much  ill  health  and  mal  functiono  Evidence  is  mounting  to  show 
that  coronary  disease  is  associated  with  the  consumption  of  sugar, 
and  its  liberal  use  is  to  be  avoided  in  the  interests  of  good 
healtho 

The  study  of  nutrition  has  been  applied  very  successfully  in 
relation  to  the  health  of  babies » Diets  for  the  expectant  and 
nursing  mother,  and  special  foods  for  the  premature  and  sick  baby 
have  helped  to  lower  infant  mortalityo  It  is  a most  satisfactory 
picture,  but  unfortunately  the  principles  of  sound  nutrition  are 
not  always  reflected  in  the  diets  of  children  and  old  people,  where 
the  problem  is  especially  acuteo  Many  elderly  people,  for  a 
variety  of  reasons,  live  on  a restricted  diet,  and  in  many  instances 
show  signs  of  protein,  vitamin,  iron  and  other  mineral  deficiencies o 
Milk  is  an  important  part  of  their  diet,  but  so  often  they  do  not 
consume  their  nutritional  requirements » 

In  the  poorer  countries  vitamin  deficiency  and  protein 
deficiency  diseases  are  prevalento  It  is  of  interest  that  in 
countries  where  famine  prevails,  population  increase  is  a concomitant 
problemo  Is  it  possible  that  there  is  a relationship  between 
fecundity  and  protein  deficiency  ? 
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Owing  to  their  greater  numbers,  the  problem  of  the  care  of 
old  people  is  increasing,  despite  the  advances  in  gerontology  and 
the  provision  being  made  by  Local  Authorities  for  their  carec  This 
Council  is  giving  consideration  to  the  building  of  warden  flats  for 
old  people,  providing  self-contained  accommodation  with  a communal 
room  where  they  may  spend  their  leisure  time  with  each  others  Under 
these  circumstances  the  independence  of  old  people  is  prolonged,  as 
they  can  continue  to  shop  and  prepare  their  own  food*  They  are 
enabled  to  retain  their  skills  and  abilities  to  a purpose,  and  as 
their  days  are  not  vacant,  their  mental  and  physical  well  being  is 
preservedo  Such  schemes,  however,  are  severely  limited  by  the  costs 
involved,  and  the  problem  of  old  people  living  alone  remains  in  its 
stark  pathetic  reality^  In  these  cases  the  voluntary  services  are 
invaluableo  Those  ladies  who  give  so  generously  of  their  time,  at 
the  expense  of  their  own  personal  obligations,  to  take  round  "meals 
on  wheels*”  to  the  elderly  are  rewarded  only  by  self-satisfaction  and 
the  gratitude  of  persons  to  whom  the  weekly  visit  means  so  much  in 
the  way  of  company  and  nutrition <, 

Unfortunately  there  is  another  side  to  the  coino  In  some  cases 
the  ageing  process  results  in  personality  change:  graciousness 
becomes  querulousness , beneficence  turas  to  self-pity,  and  obstinacy 
replaces  response o No  doubt  these  changes  are  aggravated  by  old 
people  being  obliged  to  live  in  other  homes  than  their  own,  but  the 
burden  these  changes  inflict  on  relatives  and  friends  who  care  for 
the  elderly  is  both  onerous  and  exactingo  The  contribution  possible 
by  Local  Authorities  and  charitable  organisations  in  providing  homes 
for  the  aged  is  not  adequate  to  the  problem.  It  is  possible,  however, 
that  the'  progress  being  made  in  gerontology  and  in  pharmacolo^  will 
assist  in  delaying  senility  and  in  maintaining  old  people  in 
composure  and  serenity  for  the  enjoyment  of  the  remainder  of  their 
liveso 


Section  47  of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  whereby  powers 
are  given  for  the  institutional  care  of  old  people  is  not  to  be 
applied  for  social  convenience  or  administrative  tidiness.  It  might 
well  be  that  an  old  person  would  be  "far  better  off  in  a home"  but 
dirt  and  primitive  conditions  in  which  survival  has  been  possible  for 
years  should  not  be  taken  as  reasons  for  depriving  that  person  of 
freedom  to  eat,  wash,  and  to  come  and  go  as  pleases  the  will.  It  is 
common  experf^ence  that  so  often  when  such  persons  are  taken  unwillingly 
from  their  environment  they  soon  languish  and  die.  It  was  nevertheless 
necessary  in  two  instances  during  the  year  to  apply  to  the  Courts  under 
Section  47°  One  old  lady,  from  whom  all  neighbourly  assistance  had 
ultima.tely  been  withheld,  was  living  alone  in  premises  that  were 
disintegrating  around  her.  She  flourished  her  stick  in  proud  defiance 
when  the  Order  was  enforced  and  died  within  a few  weeks  in  an 
institution o 
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The  other  case,  a lady  of  great  age,  living  alone  and  without 
any  means  of  succour,  was  removed  to  care  much  against  her  will  and 
entirely  beyond  her  comprehensiono  She  survives o 

From  time  to  time  visits  are  made  to  hotels  and  catering 
establishments  to  ensure  that  the  premises  and  the  preparation  and 
serving  of  food  comply  with  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations o In  the 
majority  of  cases  the  conditions  are  satisfactoryo  When  advice  has 
been  offered  co-operation  has  generally  been  forthcoming  and  the 
conditions  have  improved  in  consequenceo  In  one  instance,  however, 
repeated  warnings  failed  to  bring  response  and  a prosecution  was 
necessary  in  order  to  rectify  the  contraventions o 

The  problem  appears  to  be  twofoldo  One  is  that  the  investment 
made  in  the  kitchen  premises  is  insufficient  for  the  demands  made 
upon  them,  and  the  other  factor  is  the  difficulty  of  engaging 
suitable  labouro  The  catering  trade  is  beset  with  the  problem  of 
a very  high  turnover  of  employees,  many  of  whom  are  unsuitable  for 
the  clean  handling  of  foodo  The  remedy  lies  in  education  and 
instruction,  in  sound  management,  and  not  least,  in  a discerning 
public o 

I am  grateful  to  the  Council  for  the  interest  shown  in  the 
work  of  the  Public  Health  Departmento  To  the  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector,  Mro  W=  Donovan,  and  to  all  members  of  the  Public  Health 
Department  I wish  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation  for  their 
helpful  co-operation  throughout  the  yearo

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERA&E 

Each  year  the  sewerage  problems  of  the  district  become  more  complex 
and  not  only  are  large  extensions  to  existing  plants  necessary  but  thei e 
has  to  be  much  re-thinking  to  reorientate  the  several  sewerage  schemes 

The  Engineer  and  Surveyor  has  been  engaged  with  consultants  in 
formulating  a regional  sewage  disposal  scheme  at  Rothley  to  serve  the 
villages  of  Rothley,  Cossington,  Mountsorrel,  Sileby  and  Seagrave  with 
the  later  additions  of  Swithland  and  Woodhouse*  It  is  realised  that 
the  days  of  small  individual  sewage  disposal  works  for  each  village  are 
no  longer  feasible o 

The  resewering  of  Barkby  Thrope  was  carried  out,  parts  of  the  sewers 
in  Mountsorrel  were  scraped  and  the  disposal  works  at  Newtown  Linford 
closed  as  the  sewage  was  pumped  to  Anstey. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING

Ministry  approval  was  given  to  the  Hountsoirrel  (No. 3)  Compulsory 
Purchase  Order  ISCkf  which  will  mean  the  demolition  of  the  old  bouses 
Nos.  1 - 29,  The  Green  and  Nos.  134  - 146  Leicester  Road,  Mountsorrel. 
The  area  is  to  be  redeveloped  by  the  Coonoil. 


There  were  also  13  individual  Demolition  Orders  and  3 Closing 
Orders  made. 


31  unfit  houses  were  demolished. 


The  Council  approved  a 10  year  Slum  Clearance  Programme  involving 
317  houses. 

The  Architect  dealt  with  86  applications  for  Standard  Improvement 
Grants  and  35  Discretionary  Grants.  The  preliminary  work  was  done  in 
conjunction  with  the  Public  Health  Department.

OTHER  POOD  INSPECTIONS 

The  district  is  very  well  catered  for  by  numerous  food  shops  and 
also  mobile  vehicles© 

There  was  still  a tendency  for  the  small  shopkeeper  to  carry  such 
a Tsriety  of  foods  that  articles  were  retained  for  longer  than  the 
recommended  ™shelf  life”© 

Vfe  have  constantly  told  all  shopkeepers  that  such  perishable  foods 
as  meat  pies  and  cakes  should  only  be  kept  in  such  quantities  so  that 
the  stock  is  sold  quickly© 

A prosecution  was  taken  against  a hotel  proprietor  and  the  manager 
for  contraventions  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  1960^  and  for  having 
unfit  food  which  was  intended  for  sale© 

Fines  of  £41°  were  imposed  with  £10©  10©  Od©  costs© 
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RODEOT  GOFIROL 


A fiill-'time  rodent  oper^ator  is  employed  and  he  is  provided  with 
a small  vano  All  complaints  of  infestations  were  dealt  with  promptly 
and  efficientlyo  401  infested  land  and  properties  were  clearedo 

A free  rodent  sex^vice  is  given  to  all  householders  but  a charge 
of  llso  Odo  per  hour  is  made  for  the  treatment  of  business  premises o 
Farmers  usually  enter  into  a yearly  contract  for  the  treatment  of  their 
land  and  buildings o 

An  income  of  £274°  was  forthcoming  in  the  financial  year  for 
chargeable  worko 

All  the  sewers  in  the  district  received  a full  di3‘=infestation 
treatment  and  in  several  parishes  there  is  a marked  reduction  in  the 
number  of  rats  in  the  sewers o 


SMOKE  CONTROL 


V/ith  the  proposed  establishment  of  the  new  parish  of  East  Ooscote 
it  was  thought  that  this  was  an  ideal  opportunity  to  make  a Smoke  Control 
Order  to  cover  the  parish  excluding  some  agricultural  hcldingSo 

There  are  28  existing  houses  and  the  cost  of  conversion  of 
fireplaces  was  estimated  as  £840o 

The  building  of  a new  estate  at  East  Ooscote  was  started  in  the 
second  half  of  the  year  and  when  completed  in  6 “ 7 years  it  should 
comprise  about  900  houses  as  well  as  Churches,  commercial  and  factory 
premises  and  public  buildings o 

The  date  set  for  the  Smoke  Control  Order  was  the  1st  October,  1966, 
but  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  G-ovemment  has  not  yet  given 
consent  so  a new  operative  date  will  he  consideredo 

It  would  he  a pity  to  miss  the  opportunity  of  making  East  (rosccte 
a model  village  in  all  respects o 
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CARAVAN  SITES 


There  were  only  2 site  licences,  in  each  case  for  an 
individual  caravan,  granted  during  the  year. 

A site  for  34  caravans  at  Quom  was  gradually  being  rundown 
as  the  land  is  to  be  used  for  housing  development. 

Much  concern  was  expressed  at  the  unauthorised  use  of  the 
railway  sidings  at  Quorn  as  a caravan  site  for  20  caravans  for 
over  2 weeks.  No  adequate  sanitary  provisions  had  been  made. 

The  Council  having  resolved  to  prosecute  British  Railways 
for  contraventions  of  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development 
Act,  i960,  withdrew  the  summons  on  the  removal  of  the  caravans.

Begistration  of  premises  Has  been  carried  out  in  a very  satisfactory 
manner  and  nearly  100%  of  all  the  premises  within  the  scope  of  the  Act 
have  been  registeredo  The  few  failures  to  comply  have  been  due  to  the 
occupiers  not  being  aware  of  their  obligations  or  presuming  that  they 
were  in  the  exempted  classes o 

Overcrowding  of  premises  has  been  very  marginal  and  rearrangements 
have  satisfied  the  requirements o 

Thera  have  been  few  cases  of  inadequate  heating  of  premises 
althcyagh  there  has  been  difficulty  in  maintaining  a satisfactory 
temperature  in  shops o This  is  due  to  the  constant  opening  of  doors  so 
that  assistants  have  to  rely  on  "warming  points" o 

Again  in  shops  natural  ventilation  is  lacking  in  the  selling  area 
Many  modern  shop  fronts  nave  no  provision  for  natural  ventilationo 
Mechanical  extraction  has  been  insisted  on  in  hairdressing  salonsu 

The  provision  of  sanitary  accommodation  and  wasning  facilities  are 
satisfactory  although  some  difficulties  have  been  encour-tered  in  the 
siting  of  wash  hand  basins  on  shop  premises  in  separate  compartments 
for  men  .and  women  o 

Two  non^fatal  accidents  were  notified  and  tnese  were  investigatedo 
One  involved  a fall  from  a stationary  vehicle  wnile  unloading  cement  at 
a depot  and  the  other  an  entanglement  with  a fork  lift  truck  causing 
bruising  to  the  driver "s  lego 

Mghting  (LoAo  Circular  $ Supplement  Noo  l) 

A sample  survey  of  the  adequacy  of  natural  and  artificial  lignting 
in  offices  and  shop  premises  was  carried  out  in  November  with  the  aid  of 
photometers j in  addition  to  general  observations  throughout  the  yearo 

lo  rhe  ge^ieral  impression  of  the  standard  of  lighting  was,  titat  in 
offices'  th,8  standard  of  'natural  lighting  was  not  uniform^  parts  of  the 
rooms  had  adequate  natural  .lighting  and  other  parts  were  deficient o 
The  artificial  lighting  of  offices  was  generally  goodo
